HONGKONG OBSERVATORY 
DIRECTOR'S VIEWS. 


‘A subject dfdiscussion with the 
local Chinese at the «present 
moment is the dreaded collision 
whichit is prophesied will.shortly 
take place between 6 plant. and 
the sun. ‘The Chinese papers in 
airing their opinions. “on the 
matter, have drawn up..gloomy 
conjectures which have greatly 
alarmed their readers concern- 
ing their safety in the event of 
the occurrence of the pheno- 
jmenon, and as a result an 
unusually large quantity of joss- 
sticks and paper is being offered 
to: the supernagural powers to 
avert the catastrophe. 

Many persons have doubtless 
read the sermon which the Rev. 
J. Kirk Maconachie delivered on 
the subject, in which he discounted 
the idea that any disaster would 
occur, but said that the different 
planets in their revolutions round 
the sun would oo that day come 
in a straight line with it What- 
ever doubts may rest in-the minds 
of our readers in this matter, wa 
are able to set at rest, for wehave 
secured the valued opinion of the 
Director of the Royal Observatory, 
Mr. T. F. Claxton, who has 
furnished us with an interesting 
diagram ‘which shows the posit- 
ions of the planets on the morning 
of the 18th instant. 

. As is generally known, the 
planets, on account of their 
varying distances from the sua, 
take different periods to complete 
their revolutions «round - it. 
Mercury, which is nearest the 
sun, takes 88 days to travel round 
the sun. The periods taken by 
the other planets are: Venus, 
924 days; the Earth, 365 days; 
Mars, 687 days;. Jupiter, 4,333 
days; Saturn, “10,750 dara:

THE SHIPPING DISPUTE. 
. Pa _ 

The interest of Hongkong residents, and more particularly that 
section connected with shipping matters, has been very considerably 
aroused by the dispute which is now being fought out between the 
-owners of certain ships and the Guilds répresenting the officers and 
engineers working onthe vessels. In our news columns lately we 
have given details of the dispute and have tried zo put the matter 
fairly before the public. stating the owners” point’ of view as well as 
‘that of the officers. Of course, it all depends on whether one is an 
‘interested * party or not as.to which side one Jeans, but we feel that 
the majority of the public whd-.are only looking at the matter 
impartially .think that the Guilds, in presenting the case of 
their members, are only trying to secure a just and equitable revis- 
jon of the presentscale. The interest that has been aroused is 
evidenced by the discussions that oné can hear on all sides and 
many interesting points have been raised. , 

When one looks at the facts of the case squarely it seems to us 
that there can only be one side taken, The demand covers’ about 
30 companies operating some 65 ships, varying-from small Canton 
river hoats of less than 390 tons and operated’ by a one-ship com- 
pany to large vessels of. more than 5,000 tons. The scale 
of pay and other conditions asked foris below what was granted 

for officers and engineers by the Straits Government 
Commission Award and is below what most of the Companies 
. whoare exempted from the present action pay. {[t is not.that the 
officers and engincers concerned are asking fora maximum—they 
ate only asking to be put a little more into line with what prevails 
outside their own ships. In no sense can it b2 called an, exorbitant 
demand, for it transgresses none of the limits of. reasonableness. 
The reply. of the owners is that the ships are not earning sufficient 
money to enable them to increase the pay, but it-is generally known 
that the times for shipowners are notin any sense hard. Freights 
are vastly different to’what they*were before the war. There would 
be no use in denying the fact that so far as passenger traffic on the 
West River is concerned there has been a falling off-in recent years 
and, in order to get out of the- present demand, some 


owners are said to be contemplating cancelling their passengey: 


licences, thus doing away with the necessity for employing Bri ish 
officers. Any ship carrying passengers into and out of Hongkong 
must have’ certificated officers, but if no passengers are carried 
‘ then those ships. which are not British can be run by masters and 
crews of any nationality. Itis on this class of boat where there is 
some little danger of European officers lasing their plade. On 
British-owned.and registered boats there is a legal necessity to 
carry a certificated officer, and if the officers on these boats go out 
on strike, the owners have no remedy except to either satisfy ths 
demand or negotiate for a change of flag—a thing not likely to 
happen. The question has’ been raised by a few persons ‘as to 
whether a strike would not involve most of the’ men in a breach. of 
the. agreements’ they, have with their owners, but it might be 
Pointed out that in nearly all the agreements, or articles as they. are 
called, there is a twenty-four hour notice clause that safeguards 
the men ‘from any legal remedy by their employers. From what 
one can see, the whole position bas been very astutely conned by 
eis Guilds, and the @ qui ithi i i 
-detow whet thes x Guilds, y are quite within legal rights in

ta co-operate against possible 
aggression. This is an interesting 
development” in the Foochow 
affair, which, happily, looks as 
thongh it might soon be settled, 
since the Japanese are 
showing a More’ reasonable 
attitude. “But its chief value 
does not lie here, We should 
tathet like to regard it as indicat- 
ing the existence of a ‘spirit of 
compromiss between the con- 
flicting elements in China. It 
could, in fact, be made the start- 
ing point from which North and. 
South could come to some better 
understanding. We have pointed 
out, until we are almost weary 
of so doing, that so long as this 
breach . continues, so long will 
China as a nation be weakened. 
There was never a time in the 
history of the country when there 
was greater need far co- 
operation and cohesive'effort. A 
nation divided against itself 
jis in very real danger of suffering 
from external aggression. And 
that is the situation with which 
China is faced to-day, The 
leaders of both the Northern and 
Southern factions pose as being 
anxiousfor the well-being of their 
country. They must know that 


this split is asource of weakness. 


If they really want to serve the 
nation and save it from disaster, 
they will seize hold of every 
opportunity to reach a lasting 
settlement. This Foochow affair 
gives them a great chance.

THE BIG FIGHT. ”” 


In sporting circles the world 
over, the Beckett-Carpentier fight 
has by now been thoroughly well 
discussed, we may.be sure. It 
aroused immense interest every- 
where, even here in Hongkong, 
where the result was awaited 
most impatiently. Sportsmen 
cursed the delay “inthe cables 
whicb kept.them in suspense so 
long. If we say that Britishers 
are disappointed at the out- 
come, we merely state a fact. But 
that does ‘not imply that thes 
begrudge the Frenchman his 
victory, which indeed stamps him 
They acknow- 
ledge his wonderful skill “and 
undoubted prowess most readily, 
But they had hoped more of 
Beckett, ‘who, in previous fights, 
had shown thathe could take a tre- 
mendous amount of punishment. 
Beckett really began: his- career 
more as a fighter than a boxer, 
and he usually went into the ring 
prepared to takepunishmentin the 
hope and belief that he would las: 
sufficiently long to be able to 
turn the tables on his opponents. 
Carpentier, on the other hand, 
relies more on scientific tactics, 
though that he has a punch is 
evident from the quick and 
effective manner in‘which he put 
Beckett out. Some will call it a 
lucky blow which sounded the 
Britisher’s knell, but whilst such 
things happen in boxing, it is up 
to the good fighter to leave no 
openings for such eventualities. 
If the fight had lasted longer, the 
result may have been different. 
But, then, thera’s always an “if” 
in every big fight. 


ANGLO-AMERICAN AMITY. 


In expressing his great ap-
